JOHN CHINAMAN'S FEIEND. 

"We have eearohod tho journals of tho 
House; -are havo perused tho reports of tlio 
legislative procoodinga einco tho in- 
auguration of Responsible Government; 
we have road Mr. Boavon'a sptoohes de- 
livered at various publio meetings; wo 
have ranaaoked our over retentive memory 
and as predicted by us yesterday we nre 
utterly unable to discover that Mr. Beaven 
has on any oocasion moved a resolution, 
introduced a measuro or put forth a soli- 
tary, genuino effort oithor to imposo a tax 
ou Chinese immigrants or to prohibit 
their employment on publio works. Wo 
are prepared to admit that on several oo- 
oasious in the Eouao tho illustrious 
•x-Ohief Commissioner ha8 givon resolu- 
tion* aiming at one or tho othor of thoso 
objeots a mere luko-warm support — has 
•xtended a dead-and-nlive description of 
sympathy — but wo aro also bound to as- 
sert that he has first taken good 
• care to express m hia belief that 
a local tax imposed on Chinamen 
would be unconstitutional aud that it 
would bo a matter of impossibility to pro- 
hibit contractors from employing Mongo- 
lian labor. "Tho constitution" is a very 
convenient horso that Mr, Bcavon has 
always straddled, trusting by the porform- 
anoo of that oquostrian foat to throw dust 
in the eyes of his constituents and gain 
cheap popularity. In tho year 187G we 
well remember tho ox-Ohiof Commissioner 
stated in tho Houso that whon he was iu 
office ho wan torribly anxious to insort 
clause in spooifioationB for public works 
to prooludo tho possibility of the employ- 
ment of Chinone but— and bore that ini- 
quitous Constitution prosonted itself 
again — he had boen informed by his ' 'lo 
gal adviser" that suoh a clauso would not 
hold water and ho had consequently boon 
afraid to attempt tho prohibition lost 
those "howling" contractors should laugh 
him to Bcorn. We havo also a distinot ro- 
oolleotion that Mr. Boavon was asked to 
give the namo of hia "legal advisor;" but 
either his memory failed him or the mem- 
ber of tho legal profession existed only in 
the oi-Ohief Commissioner's luminous 
mind. SuiSooitto say that the namo 
was not givon. As far baok 
1875 The Colonist strongly advocated 
as it has ever done, restriction not only of 
Chinese immigration, but the adoption of 
a measure to provont tho omploymont of 
those Celestials who woro then alroady 
residing in the Provinco. Mr. Boavon at 
that time mado it his particular business 
•ither to inspiro or write articles that ap- 
peared in the Stoidard, ridiculing the ad 
Tooasy of this journal and pronouncing 
our effort to stamp out tho Asiatic scourge 
a pieoe of buncombo — "arrant clap-trap 
for politioul purposes." As evidence that 
we do not mako this aasortiou without 
faota to oorroborate it, we give tho fol 
lowing extract from an articlo inspirod by 
Mr. Beaven, and appearing in the Standard 
of August lGth, 1875— Mr. Beaven thon 
being Chief Commissioner of Lands and 
Works. The oxtraot runs as follows: — 
"This conitant twaddlo about whito ms 
Chinese labor is looked upon by men of 
spirit and independent fooliug aa insult- 
ing to their manhood. Industrious, sober, 
energttic white men do not want special legis- 
lation on the part of either the city or Pro- 
vincial Government, as a prottction against 
Chinese competition. * * * Industri- 
ous, sober white mon do not want any 
such proteotion and havo never asked for 
it. We havo no more desire to soo this 
country overrun by Mongolians than tho 
Colonist, but if they aro allowed to como 
here and are subjoctod to tho same rate of 
taxation, municipal and general, that othor 
people have to pay; then we contend they 
should be given a fair Sold and no favor 
fer the exeroise of whatever abilitios they 
possess in the common struggle for tho 
necessaries of life." Headers, what think 
you of this, omanating from a jour- 
nal published in your midst ? If the 
individuality of Mr. Boaven woro not 
traceable throughout tho articlo it might 
reasonably be supposod that it foil from 
the pen of a cultivated Colestial. It will 
be distinctly remembered too that a littlo 
prior to tho dato of this article tho City 
Counoil passed a resolution prohibiting 
the employment of Chinamon on publio 
works within the limits of the munici- 
pality. Immediately tho Counoil took 
' this wise step tho Standard was up in 
arms and characterized tho resolution as 
illegal, unfair and unnecessary, arguing 
that it was far moro advantageous to tho 
community at largo to pay a Chinaman 
Bit "bits" for tho performance of any duty 
than to employ a white man at the cost of 
a dollar to do tho samo work. From first to 
last Mr. Beaven's organ advocated the. 
Chinese cause with that zeal and energy 
it ever exorcises in any matter antagonis- 
tic to the interests of tho bone and sinow 
of the country. Wo oould quote at great 
length from the numerous articles inB2>ir- 
ed by tho ex-Chief Commissioner to show 
that ho has an inato partiality for tho 
"oheap and nasty" class of labor, but for 
the present wo must bo permitted to con- 
tent ourselves with the extracts given 
above. Thero are several othor stand- 
points from which to viow Mr. Beaven's 
Mongolian proclivities and wo should bo 
unmindful of our duty to tho publio if wo 
did not call attention to tho fact that when 
in office Mr. Beaven awarded contracts 
for the construction of a road run- 
ning parallel with Fraeor Eiver from Now 
Westminster to Yalo. Cargoes of Chinese 
.laborers wore imported to work on that 
road and for two seasons they obtained 
employment whilst whito mon walkod tho 
stresta of our cities unablo, though will- 
ing, to earn a livelihood. It was then tho 
greatest and most important stimulus was 
. given to Chinese immigration, and ever 
sinoe, fondly believing that their patron 
saint is still in office or at no remote dato 
will be in a position to disponso his lib- 
eral patronage, the Mongolians have con- 
tinued to glut our labor markets. Mr. 
Beaven may plead that he could not pos- 
sibly prevent the omployment of Ohineso 
on the Yale-New Westminster wagon road 
— his mythical legal adviser having told 
him that a prohibition clauso in tho speci- 
fication would bo unconstitutional— but 
if ho entors this plea we havo only to 
revert to tho foot that last sossion ho 
strongly stigmatised tho Elliott Gov- 
ernment for proseouting publio works 
by the day systom when it was 
distinctly shown by Mr. Vornon 
that suoh a course had only been resorted 
to by the Government in tho interests of 
the Province at large and of tho whito 
laborer espooially. Mr. Beaven was loud 
in his denunciation of his successor and, 
notwithstanding the fact that it was clear- 



ly. demonstrated that in many instances it 
is cheaper to prosocuto public works by 
the day system demanded that in overy caso 
whothor practicable or not, tho contraot 
systom should bo adhorod to. Wo f rooly 
admit that tho contract system is good 
and that it should be adopted in principle 
but wo aro not preferred to advocate its 
adoption as a means to afford Ohineso 
labours omployment id proferonco to whito 
men. Mr. Beaven, it would appear, is; 
although, when convenient, ho has boon 
known to deem it highly propor to uward 
day work to political partizuns. It is a 
ruattor worthy of noto that sinco tho ad- 
vent to power of tho Elliott government 
tho employment of a Mongolian ou pub- 
lio works, under tho contract system or 
othowiso, has raroly, if ever, been hoard 
of and, in contrast, it is an important fact 
that during Mr. Beavom's administration 
at least a dozoa Chinamon woro employod 
to overy white man fortuuato enough, to 
obtain a day'a work on the roads of tho 
Provinco. It is for tho olootors to say, 
whon tho opportunity is afforded them at 
tho polls, whothor thoy profor Mr. 
Beaven's Chinoao sympathioa to tho policy 
of a Government just as dosirous of pro- 
tecting tho whito laboring class as it is 
anxious to foster and ohorish every pro- 
vinciaTindustry. 

THE WAR NEWS. 

No one can longor Bhut his oyos to tho 
gravity of tho situation. Nothing short 
of a miraole can provont war betweou 
Great Britain and Russia. Tho position 
is full of alarm, aud tho boom of tho 
first hostile gun may at any momont bo 
borno to our oars across two continonts. 
Great Britain maintains tho right of Con- 
gross to consider the ontiro treaty of San 
Ktofano . Russia stubbornly decliuos to 
submit that document to alteration. Each 
powor stands ready to ropel tho first ag- 
gressive stop ofjiho othor. Tho efforts of 
Bismark to presort o psaco havo boon fn 
tile, except in so far as ho has succeeded 
in convincing Austria that it would not 
bo to her intorest to form an allianco with 
Groat Britain against Russia. It is 
therefore not improbable — indoed, is 
moro than likoly that the Hapsburgs will 
remain for tho prosent, interested specta- 
tors of tho contest. Tho battlo-ground 
will bo Turkey. Great Britain mistress 
of tho Marmorian Soo, with Gallipoli 
and tho Dardanelles in hor hands, 
in these days of Whitehead torpodoes and 
100-ton guna could effootually shut Russia 
in if sho hold Constantinople fifty times 
ovor, although it is by no means impro- 
bable that Admiral Hornby will moke a 
dash through tho Bosphorus, convert tho 
Black Soa into an English lake and render 
Batoum tho key to Persia, valueless in 
Russian hands. While this is going on a 
Btrict blookado of Russian ports iu tho 
Baltio will bo maintainod and Russia, 
alroady hard up, would shortly havo to go 
through bankruptcy in forma pauperis. To 
talk of Russia soDtliug an army overland 
to India is sheer nonsense. She could not 
move 30,000 men that distance; and with 
losa than an army of 200,000 sho could 
not break through tho Himalyan rango. 
Besides, India would fight, and fight long 
and well, to rosist a Russian invasion, 
which is really out of tho question until 
tho Russian railway system has boen ox- 
tonded beyond Khiva. Tho Indian em- 
pire is seouro from invasion. It is to 
preservo her commeroo that Great Britain 
is stripping for a fight.

Chinese Coming;. 

Threo hundred and twenty Ohineso 
coolies Iiayo left Hongkong in ships bound 
for Victoria. What shall we do about it ? 



The Heathen Ohineh.— Mr. Oamea Orr 
has sent to a Canadian paper an intersst- 
ing letter on tho capabilities of this Prov- 
ince whioh has attracted much attention 
in Canada. Of the Chinese ovil Mr. 
Orr says. — "Tho quostion of quostions 
will be .not 'What shall wo do with our 
girls ?' but how are we to get rid of tho 
Chinose, who ore gradually working their 
way into bvery branch of industry in the 
Province, to tho exclusion of whites and 
nativos aliko ? It is all vory well to talk 
about national treaties and that sort of 
thing, but tho eatst, or England, have not 
boon brought face to faco with tho ovil as 
tho people of this coast and Australia 
havo boon ; and now that they are boing 
driven out of California, they will over- 
run this entire country. Our laws hero 
evongivo them right of preemption, which 
was never dono in California. Already tho 
Oriontala are beginning to swarm in, and 
as thoy havo tho right to acquire qunrtz 
loads on the samo terms as tho whites, 
you will soon hear of tho whites being 
ordored out of tho country, as thoy will 
posBOss all its mineral wealth. They are 
an evil of tho first magnitude, and tho 
sooner something is dono to stop tueir in- 
fiuxTttho hotter it will bo for tho futuro 
prosperity of tho Province. " 

New Steamer. — A very naoful boat is 
boing built by Mr. Mnir at Sooke. Sho 
is 80 feet long by 15 foet boarn, and will 
bo fitted with high pressure onginos of 
about 15 horso nominal whioh should bo 
capablo of working to about 75 horso 
power actual. It is estimated that sho 
will draw about six foet of water and frqm 
hor appoarance as she rests on tho slip 
Ways should bo capablo of a good avcr- 
ugo Bpeod. Sho is remarkably well built 
and her timbers aro particularly strong 
and close together, so that should she 
take the ground at any time it is not liko 
]y to harm hor. Great attontion has been 
paid in hor arrangements for tho saving of 
labor in working and it is ospocted that 
*she will only require four hands. Wo 
understand sho is to" bo named the 
" Woodfiido," and will bo employed in 
towing logs and small craft, and on jour- 
neys botween Victoria and Sooko. 



Shipping. — Tho ship Evoliuo from 
Moody, Nolson & Co.'s mills was towed 
down yesterday. Sho is bound for the 
Capo of Good Hope. 



Public Meeting at South Saanich. 

A meeting of South Saanioh oleotors 
was held at Agricultural Hall on Thursday 
ovening. The meeting was called for 7 
o'clock; but it was long past eight beforo 
it was organized by the election of Mr. P. 
Imiio as Chairman and Mr. S. Roborts as 
secretary. 

Dr. Tol mio olaimod the right to speak 
first, which Mr. Humphroys accorded, 
shaking hands with tho Doctor in token 
of amity. 

Dr. Tolmio commenced by referring to 
his Cedar Hill addross as published in 
that day's Colonist, copies of whioh he 
had previously handod round, and against 
the hard eacts therein set forth ho warn- 
ed Mr. Humphreys that all his outpour- 
ings -of hard words and " railing acousa- 
tions" would avail naught when tho inde- 
pondent electors of tho District had had 
timo to "read, mark, loam and inwardly 
digest" tho facts alroady submitted, and 
tho still harder ones yet to be published 
as tho political campaign procoedod. He 
had no foar. The truth would oome up- 
permost and in tho ond prevail. Ho would 
touoh as briefly as possible on matters 
dealt with at Cedar Hill. Ho confirmed 
what he had there said on the Chinose 
question, and on retrenchment, remark- 
ing that vague professions of rogard for 
retrenchment amongst politicians, espe- 
cially on tho ove of a genorul olootion, 
wero of small account. Ho had lately 
been looking over tha chroniclos of tho 
brief past of this Province amd fouud that 
Mr. Boavon in~1873 on becoming a mom- 
bor of tho DoCosmos administration had 
declared in tho Houso, doubtless in his 
most unctuous manner, "that tho polioy 
of tho Government would bo ono of 
jotrenohment in evory department." 
As a taxpayer and for tho country'* good 
ho (Dr. Tolmio) was thoroughly in earn- 
est on tho subjeot. How tho Walkoru- 
Beavonitos had retrenched tho pooplo 
knew. On resigning to better hands tho 
helm of State they left to thoir successors 
a dobt of about §500,000 and liabilities 
boou due to the amount of $105,578 91. 
Muoh of thoir lavish expenditure had 
been illjudgod and for political onds. 
During 1875 Mr. Walkem had spent in 
all Viotoria Electoral District on roads 
and bridges tho munificent sum of $6,- 
974 93, all but a few hundred dollars 
boing laid out near Viotoria City. In 187G 
and '77 tho Elliott administration had for 
such works in said district impartially 
disbursed §20,802 50, from which gontlo- 
men present might infer that ho (Dr. T.) 
had faithfully watched over thoir inter- 
ests. Deeds wero ever so muoh bettor 
than words. Holding in his hand The 
Colonist of yeaterday, ho next advortod 
to the remarks of Mr. Loo on the dock 
arbitration, saying that inasmuch us ono 
could not suo thoB. O. Government with- 
out its permission any decent government 
was bound to see that parties, for publio 
purposes, forcibly deprived of property, 
were equitably remunerated ior it. In 
order to judge of suoh matters gontlomen 
present should think of tho case as their 
own and imngino how they would liko to 
have to submit to such harsh, tyrannical 
treatment as that so persistently advocat- 
ed by Mr. Beayen in tho Houso and now 
by Mr. Humphreys out of it. Notwith- 
standing present idle talk, there would 
soon havo been loud outcry against any 
government adopting suoh sharp practice. 
In all cirilized countries governments 
paid handsomely for land forcibly assum- 
ed by them, often giving a large percent- 
age over and above tho value ascertained 
by just appraisement. The Elliott Gov- 
ernment had had no more to do with the 
valuation at Esquimalt than had the 
King of tho Cannibal Islands." Though 
a supporter of Mr. Elliott and of tho pas- 
sage of tho much-needed Constitution 
Amendment Act, he was quite independ- 
ent of the Elliott ministry. Whon, threo 
years ago, ho was looking for a leader of 
tho Opposition, he admired Mr. Elliott's 
moral courage, under pressure, in tho 
firm and faithful disohargo of his duties 
as Polico Magistrate, although at that 
timo holding tho offico on a precarious 
tonura). What was it but lack of this in- 
estimable quality, moral courage, the 
courage to faco the pooplo at the polls, that 
had prevented Mr. Walkem four years 
ago from accepting tha Edgar proposition 
and having ronl commencement of tho 
railway that year. Mr.Cnmbie, O.E., had 
been sent from Canada expressly to make 
the location survey, and was ready to 
commence. Instead of then launching 
the country into a career of prospority, 
Walkem had wickedly blighted its proB- 
pects to serve his own selfish ends. Mr. 
Elliott had manfully and promptly met 
all the difficulties of his position as head 
of tho Government. Although tho Wal- 
kem loan of §300,000 could not bo floated 
tho lator loan negotiated by Mr. Elliott 
for .$750,000 went off liko "hot cakes" on 
tho London market, and why ?

While 
Govorument supporters sat quiet, or mak- 
ing occasionally a brief protest, hour 
after hour, day after day, a butt for tho 
savage abuso of Walkem and party, their 
deoorous conduct was a Btanding rebuko 
to tho reckless ongoings of tho Opposi- 
tioa. Greater frequoncy of rotort from 
the Elliott side would not havo been judi- 
cious, 08 now the whole blamo of tho 
deadlock was on tho shouldors of tho Op- 
position. His time of ono hour having 
expired the Dootor sat down attor having 
successfully stood a firo of questioning 
from various quarters of tho room. 

Mr. Humphroys. on rising, read a lottor 
of apology for absence from Mr. Walkem, 
and refused a copy of this letter to Dr. 
Tolmio, although in it tho dootor was 
falsely charged with having, last eossion, 
endeavored to put an ond to tho High 
School. 

Mr. Humphroys reiterated that charge 
more vehemently than over, said that the 
Doctor was devoid aliko of truth, honor 
and sincority; that ho was incapable of 
sincerity; that he had conspired with the 
Elliott government for his (Mr. H.'s) re- 
moval from the Ministry, in order that ho 
(Tolmit) might get paid for tho rock. 
Talking of the Constitution Act, ho said 
there were twenty-five ravenous rats in 
tho Legislature alroady andwhyaddoight 
mora to their number ? and caoped tho 
olimax by declaring that Dr. Tolmio was 
a disgrace to society. 

Mr! J. Mellmoyl being called for stated 
that ho came quite unprepared to speak, 
and immediately to the great amusement 
of tne audience, drew a written speech 
from his pooket and read it. 

At the close of Mr.MpIlmoyl's "speech" 
resolutions condemnatory of the Govern- 
ment were passed and tho meeting broke 
up. The Chairman aoted with great good 
tasto and impartiality throughout. 



Protection. 

A bill introduced in the Washington 
Houso of Representatives provides for 
tho imposition of duties upon certain 
foroigu goods imported into tho United 
States. Tho tariff will affect tha follow- 
ing products of this Province: 

Fish — Pickled salmon, throe dollars por 
barrel; canned salmou, thirty per cent. 
ad valorem; otkor fish, pickled, a dollar 
and a half a barrel; and other fish, dried, 
smoked, or not otherwise provided for, 
fifty cents per hundred pounds. 

Wood — Boards, planks, oto., of hem- 
lock, spruce, sycamore, cottonwood and 
whitewood, fifty cent3 per thousand foot; 
all other yarities of lumber, one dollar; 
but when planed on one side twonty-five 
oenU additional shall bo charged; when 
planed on ono sido and tongued and 
grooved fifty cents additional, and when 
planed on both aides and tonguod and 
grooved, sovonty-fivo cents additional per 
thousand foot shall bo collected. Tim- 
bors used in building wharvos, and spars, 
throe dollars per cubio feet. Pickets 
and palings, fifteen per cont. Laths, ten 
cents per thousand. Shingles, thirty 
conts por thousand . Staves, fifteen por 
cent, 

Coal — Slack and culm, such as shall 
pais through a half-inch screen, forty 
conts por ton of 2,210 pounds; bituminoua 
coal and shalo, sovonty-fivo ceuts par liko 
ton. 

Hops — Five conts por pound. 
Stone— Ono dollar aud fifty cents per 
ton. 

Oil — Neatufoot, and all animal, spor- 
macQti, wlmlo, seal and fish, twenty per 
cent.

War May be Declared at Any Moment ! 

New York, April 26— Tho Herald's Lon- 
dun cable correspondent says: I havo it 
on tho host diplomatio authoiity that Bis- 
marck recontly said to his physioian, 
Andiassa, in tho course of conversation 
on tho Eastern orisis, that, short of a 
miraolo, war is inevitable. 

London, April 26— Tho newspapers this 
morning tako a discouraging view of the 
course of political negotiations. They 
claim to sco in Austria's attitudo a desire 
to wait in silence and see what sho may 
profit in tho calamities and weakness of 
tho combatants. 

Tho Baity News says it is timo to give 
up all illusion respecting Austria's effec- 
tive interference in tho presont strife. 
Her move has long been to make 
preparations on tho borders of Bosnia and 
Horzegoviua in anticipation of war be- 
tween England and Russia and will watch 
its dtvolopmonta and got what it oan, and 
congratulate itself on having done so 
much without fighting. It will be glad 
if wo help its doaigus; but will owo us no 
thaukB. Iu confirmation of tho foregoing 
utterance a correspondent says that flot- 
withstanding various denials it is main- 
tained that Austria's negotiations at St. 
Petersburg aro proceeding favorably, and 
that the chiof objections of Austria 
against the treaty of San Stefano have met 
with duo consideration. 

Berlin, April 26— A number of Ger- 
man bankers, invited to meet hero to con- 
sider tho practicability of lloating another 
Russian loan, unanimously rofuHod to 
engago in tho work. 

Chicago, April 20.— Tho Tribune's Lon- 
dou Yionna correspondent telegraphs that 
all negotiations havo failed and that it is a 
question in doforonce to the Russian 
commander in-chief, but it will be diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to induco the 
Turks to fight against othor Tufks at 
Russian dictation. This demand, coupled 
with tho requost for tho admission into 
Constantinople of a largo number of Rus- 
sian soldiors for the purpose of religious 
sorvice next Sunday, is regarded as fore 
shadowing tho Russian occupation of that 
city unloBS negotiations shall havo readi- 
ed a more satisfactory stage than can now 
be'hopod for. I havo it on good authority 
that tho English government has said its 
last word aud that it is only a quostion of 
days for an outbreak of war betwoen Eng- 
land and Russia. 

A formidable attack of Turkish insur- 
gents aud irregular troops upon Russians 
in tho Rhodopo mountains has called 
forth a communication from Grand Duke 
Nicholas to the Porto requiring tho Turk- 
ish Government to suppress it and that 
tho insurrection undoubtedly has had 
much to do with tho failure of negotia- 
tions for the simultaneous withdrawal of 
tho RiiBsian and English forces from the 
vicinity of Constantinople. Tho Porto 
has sont peremptory orders for tho eva- 
cuation of Batoum. Tho polioy now is to 
continuo to strengthen its foroo i and pre- 
paro for war.
